As concerns the appointioent of a merober of the CorizDittee, in the 
place of Buzesti he presents everywhere Crihan’s appointiient as 
an iiDperious hecessity. AII the' other former aignitaries belonging 
to the Nat ional-Pea sânt Party have received assurances from iiadescu 
that they will very soon be co-optea ăs aerobers of the Committee. 

Re thinks that, in this way, the Coramitte will be able to vurk 
vith great results. He has declared : "The Committee vili thus 
become very strong." AII this after having told everybody that 
the Committee, as it has been until now, can not Work oving to an
